NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—(UP)— 
More than two billion dollars will be 
added to the buying power of the 
American public during December by 
huge mterest and dividend payments 
of leading corporations, Christmas 
club distributions and various em- 
ployes’ bonus plans, 

While few figures are available on 
employe bonuses, it is safe to assume 
that they will not fall below $50,000,- 
000 compared with $100,000,000 last 
year. Distributions in dividends, in- 
terest and Christmas clubs over the 
holiday will aggregate $1,952,000,000, 
which, together with estimated bonus 


payments, would bring total payments 
of more than t\vo billion dollars. 
Last year’s payments from these | 
sources are estimated at 4 per cent 
above the prospective receipts for the 
current holiday season, but in view of 
the substantially higher purchasing 
power of the dollar at the present 
time, the value of this year’s pay-

‘Loiterer’ Kills Two Policemen, 


Wounds Two, Before He Is Slain 


MACOMB, Ill, Nov. 
Picked up on a minor loitering charge, 
an unidentified gunman “shot it out” 
with an automobile bad of police 
early today, killing two and wound- 
ing two before he himself was slain.

AMERICANS NAMED. 


IN TREASON TRIAL 


Merchants Unwitting 
Agents, Soviet Tribunal 
Hears. 


BY EUGENE LYONS. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 30.—(UP)—The 
treason trial of eight prominent en- 
gineers today brought American cot- 
ton merchants into the alleged plot as 
unwitting aids to the fantastic 
schemes of purported international in- 
trique and sabotage against the soviet 
state. 

The prisoners themselves, who have 
confessed and gone into great detail 
as to the ramifications of the alleged 
plot for a war of intervention, sought 
ee show at today’s session that Amer- 
,Sotton men in New York ha 
n tavélved, - although unwittingly, 
in the sabotage movement. 

Xenephone Sitriz, for instance, tes- 
tified that on a single trip to the 
United States in 1923 he had received 
$50,000 in “commissions” from Amer- 
icans which he used to finance anti- 
soviet activities... Sitnin said the 
money represented one-half of 1 per 
cent of the cotton orders placed 
through the textile syndicate on the 


he was involved, therefore, would have 
amounted to $10,000,000. 


Sitnin, fat-faced and unctuous, ap- 
peared to fulfill the soviet idea of a 
‘hepman,” or private trader opposed 
to the soviet system of control, and

In the at- 
tack, the KEmigre organization lead- 
ers denied plotting with the prisoners, 
and charged that the defendants made

The attack denied contacts with the 
French general staff. Against the 
vast amount of detailed testimony this 
statement from Paris sounded ludi- 
crous to those in court and even the 
prisoners laughed heurtily. Then one 
by one they took the stand and reaf- 
firmed their confessions. 

Professor Leonid Ramzin, chief 
prisoner, characterized the Emigre 
statement as “an impertinent pack of 
lies.” All the others agreed. Victor 
Larichev, another prisoner among the 
eight, commented that the “only truth 
in the statement is the Emigres’ 
promise to continue their fight against 
the soviet. No doubt this is true.” 

Without exception, the eight denied 
mistreatment by the G. P. U. They 
asserted on the contrary that eet 
were grateful for the consideration 
with which they had been handled. 

In. fact, Alexander Fedotov, whose 
outspoken and almost naive frank- 
ness on the stand repeatedly has 
startied the spectators, practically rec- 
ommended the G. P. U. prison as a 
health resort, declaring:

TST CONGRESS 
UPENS SESSION 
Al CAPITOL TODAY 


“Lame Duck” Group Mak- 
ing. Final Appearance 
Before Nation With 
Many Problems.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—(@&)— 
On the eve of the opening of con- 
gress, President Hoover and Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, the democratic 
leader, today discussed and agreed in 
part upon a non-partisan program 
seeking to lift the nation from the 
economic depression. 

The White House conference was 
in line with the pledge of the repub- 
lican and democratic parties after the 
recent election to co-operate at this 
session on legislation of public wel- 
fare in the present econdmic crisis. 

Senator Robinson, as the democratic 
leader, will sponsor legislation to pro- 
vide relief for the drouth-stricken 
farmers. A measure drafted by” him 
is understood to have administration 
approval and will be introduced im- 
mediately. Its terms were withheld 
pending introc‘uction. 

Bills to expand public baildings 
construction, federal road aid and 
improvement of inland waterways also 


are included in this non-partisan pro- 
gram and will be tuvmitved as soon 
as President Hoover's recommenda- 
tions to congress are received in his 
annual message on Tuesday. 

Truce Outlook Good. 

There appears to be every assur- 
ance of apolitical truce in congres- 
sional ranks on unemployment and 
drouth relief legislation and to the 
immediate acomplishment of this ¢on- 
gress will direct its efforts after the 
opening ceremenies tomorrow. 

But beyond this the course for the 
limited session ending next March 4 
seemed clouded. President Hoover to- 
day again emphasized his desire to 
aveid an extra session in the spring. 
Senator Robinson, along with other 
democratie , anc. can... congres- 
sional’ leatlers, reiterated a desire to 
avoid such a meeting. But there was 
no 8stiratice that the “dreadéd  ettra 
session could be escaped. 

The decision of Mr. Hoover to 
submit the World Court issue to this 
session still had the senate republican 
ranks in consternation and in con- 
siderable doubt as to whether it 
would not lead to an extra session. 

Senator Robinson, an advocate of 
the World Court, said be saw little 
hope for action on the proposal. 

“Undoubtedly,” he added, “approfpri- 
ation bills and relief measures will 
have the right of way and I am doubt- 
ful if any action can be taken on the 
world court at this session.” 

As for the full *mployment and 
drouth relief program, Senator Rob- 
inson stated after his White Honse 
conference he would wait to see Mr. 
Hoover's message to congress before 
announcing his views.

In a study of comparative figures

with headquarters in Paris), had not 
pushed the intervention idea.” 

“This idea,” Ramzin continued, 
“eame somewhat later from the French 
general staff. Definite conversations 
on the intervention plans’ began 
among the Emigres and French au- 
thorities toward the end of 1927 and 
early in 1928.” 

Ramzin described a trip he said he 
made to London and Paris about that 
time, and gave details of talks he 
said he had with A. A. Simon, of 
Vickers, Ltd., in London, and sev- 
eral white Russian leaders. 

It was on the occasion of that trip 
to London, Ramzin said, that he first 
learned of the activities of certain 
Englishmen and the French military. 
He then told of a second trip in Oc- 
tober, 1928, when he said he found 
the plans of the French far advanced, 
and the white Russians clamoring for 
speedy action, before the soviet gov- 
ernment became too firmly entrenched. 

Ramzin testified that both he and 
Larichey personally met the English 
army officers he said were involved— 
he named them as Colonels Joinville 
and Richard—and then confirmed, in 
his testimony, conferences with Aris- 
tide-Briand, French foreign minister; 
Raymond Poincare, former French 
premier, the French general staff and 
white Russian leaders in Paris. 

The prisoners have insisted that 
Briand and Poincare were involved, 
and each has sought to lay much of 
the blame for the purported war plot 
to the French general staff. 

Ramazin said that at the alleged con- 
ferences with Briand, Poincare, and 
others, he and Larichev demanded 
proofs for the optimism with which 
they said the French and Emigres 
were going ahead with their plan.

Thomas, southern field director, Na- 
tional Urban League, were invited by 
President Hoover to the White House 
conference on child health and pro- 
tection, November 19-22, at Washing- 
ton. This was the third conference 
called by as many presidents begin- 
ning with President Theddore Roose- 
velt in 1909 and repeated in fe by 

ut o 


status. The committee on the White 
House conference was appointed by 


ithe president in 1929 and while a 


complete report of the several sub- 
committees was not ready for this 
conference enough had been done in 
the fact-gathering and research fea- 
tures of the work to indicate the 
present status of our underprivileged 
child population. 

The commission divided itself into 
four sections: Medical service, pub- 
lic health service and administration. 
education and training and the han- 
dicaped—prevention, maintenance and 
protection, with each section subdi- 
vided into three or more divisions. 
Under the medical service section: 
a—growth and development, b—pre- 
natal and maternal care, c—maternal 
care. Under public health: a—the 
public health organization; b—com- 
municable disease control, e—milk 
Under edu- 


parent education, b—infant and pre- 
school child, c—school child, d—vo- 
cational guidance and child labor, 
e—recreation and physical education, 
f—special classes, g—youth outside 
the home and school. Under the 
fourth section the handicapped: a— 
national, state and local organizations 
for the handicaped, b—physical and 
mental handicaps, c-1—socially han- 


dicapped dependents and _ neglect, 
c-2—socially handicapped and depend- 
ents. Each oe of these sections as 
well as each subcommi‘tee was com- 
posed of persons specially trained in 
the field and with particular fitness 
to the committee to which. they were 
assigned. 

The spirit characterizing the entire 
conference from both a government 
and lay point of view oe be de- 
scribed in a statement made by James 
J. Davis, secretary of labor, who 
said, “The White House conference 
on child health and protection will 
be .of interest only to historians un- 
less its findings are translated into 
action on behalf of the millions of 
American children,”

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Alabama’s success in negotiating a heavy schedule of con- 
ference games was due to the development of a second team 
that performed as a unit, Coach Wallace Wade thinks. 

Just before the Georgia game, Coach Wade told the 

writer: “If we should win the game tomorrow you can 
say that our success this season is due mainly to the fact 
that we developed a second team of junior and sopho- 
more players as a unit and had them ready to act as 
shock troops and give the varsity a rest. 

“We were fortunate of course in having that many players. 
Never before in the history of football in Alabama have we 
had as many as 22 first-class football players. Our other cam- 
paigns have been made with 14 or 15 men of varsity caliber 
and we have substituted one man at a time. 

“We decided after spring practice last year that it 
would be suicide for us to try to make up one varsity 
team and then use the others as substitutes. We fore- 
saw we-would have a very hard road to play Tennessee, 
Vanderbilt; Kentucky and Florida on successive Satur- 
days and did not think one team could do it. 

“So the senior players—ten of them—with one sopho- 
more, Cain, were designated the varsity and the others madé 
up into a second team. We gave the second team every oppor- 
tunity in early games to play as a unit and when the pinch came 
as it did against Kentucky, Florida and L. S. U., the second team 
could turn in almost as good a game as the varsity. Defensive- 
ly the second team was on a par with the first string team, | 
believe.”’ 


ALABAMA’S LARGEST SQUAD. 

The history of Alabama’s campaign shows that only twice 
was the full varsity started. That was against Vanderbilt and 
Georgia. The second team was used to soften the enemy in the 
first and third quarters usually. 

Naturally there were substitutes for this second team 
who were not exactly of varsity caliber. The whole

So Coach Wade capitalized on his large supply of players 

and got the most out of them. It is not often that a coach has 
enough men available to permit the development of a second 
team that is strong enough to work as a unit. Notre Dame has 
been able to do so for many years but then Notre Dame stands 
alone in the matter of material. *

25-Year-Old Fire Turret Does 


Yoeman Service at Bakery Fire 


Harkening back to the days of a) 
city council which was considered 
either an extravagant bunch of spend- 
thrifts. or exceedingly far-sighted, 
was the 25-year-old water tower of 
the fire department that appeared on 
the scene of the Silverman's Bakery- 
F. J. Cooledge & Sons fire early 
Sunday morning. 


The water tower, purchased by the 
city of Atlanta 25 years ago at a 
cost of $12,500, was used approxi- 
mately four times and then cast into 
the discard. It had remained mere- 
ly as a mass of junk. occupying space 
in the central station for the last 
15 years. Recently it was recondi- 
tioned and placed into service by 
Chief John Terrell and at the Sun- 
day morning fire was used again. 

The tower is constructed for fight- 
ing fires in tall buildings. Twelve 
lines of hose may be attached to it 
and ‘centralized into a massive stream 
of water and a_ telescope-like ar- 
rangement can be extended 65 feet 
to pour this stream on flames.

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DAVIS REPORT 
~ IMMIGRATION SYSTEM 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—(?)— 
Only those foreign workers needed 
by American industry would be allow- 
ed entry, under a “? emphasized to- 
day by Secretary DaVis as he turned 
from the cabinet to the senate. 

“The industrial depression during 
the past year,” he informed Presi- 
dent Hoover, “has more clearly than 
ever shown the need for this depart- 
ure from our haphazard method of im- 
migration control.” 

The stand was taken in his tenth 
and final annual report as head of the 
labor department. Tomorrow he en- 
ters congress from Pennsylvania, there 
doubtless to work for the legislation 
advocated. 

The document, which reviewed his 
decade of secretaryship, dealt in gen- 
eral with activities of the federal em- 
ployment service and the-bureau of 
labor statistics.

An 
adaptation of the quota system for 
entries from the orient would, in his 
opinion, give the government more 
complete control over immigration 
from the east. 

In conclusion Davis expressed grat- 
ification that his years of service had 
seen Presidents Harding, Coolidge 
and Hoover as well as industrial lead- 
ers espousing “the principle of keep- 
ing all our eligible gainfully employed 
people at work regularly at wages 
which will permit them and their fam- 
ilies to look far beyond a mere exIs- 
tence.”

Cold Weather and Exces- 
sive Rainfall Have Ham- 
pered Work, Chairman 

‘J. W. Barnett Asserts. 


Cold weather and excessive rainfall 
have seriously hampered highway pav- 
ing in north Georgia, but outstanding 
projects should be completed by Christ- 
mas, J. W. Barnett, chairman of the 
state highway commission, said Sun- 
day. 

More than two weeks’ time was 
lost on the Asheville route through 
Cornelia the past month, due to rain, 
he said, and when the rain stopped 
freezing weather made it impossible to 
pour ti.2 concrete necessary for the 
paving. Milder weather late last week 
made it possible to start again, how- 
ever, and by the end of this week the 
remaining mile into Baldwin should 
be completed, highway engineers state. 

This would leave five unpaved miles 
between Lulu and Gainesville, accord- 
ing to the commissioner, and three 
crews of workmen will rush this 
through as quickly as possible. Two 
crews already are working on this 
stretch, and another will be sent up 
from the Atlanta-Athens project, which 
should be finished within a few days. 
Highway engineers estimate that a 
full paving crew with normal equip- 
ment should pave about one mile per 
week, 

Barnett Completes Tour. 

Mr. Barnett recently completed a 
tour of the north Georgia roads, and 
announced upon returning to the cap- 
itol that every effort would be made 
to maintain the unavoidable detours 
throughout the winter. 

The 41-mile detour on the Asheville 
route is in f..ir shape, he said, but is 
bad in wet weather. Completion of 
the route into Baldwin within the 
next week or so would make it possi- 
ble to cut off about half of this de- 
tour distance, and the road should be 
completed by the end of the month, 
at the latest, according to the com- 
missioner. . 

The Atlanta-Athens route lacks only 
about a mile in all of completiom, and 
on December 6, date of the Georgia- 
Georgia Tech football game, should be 
open to the public; excepting a half- 
mile detour through the town of 
Statham, engineers of the highway de- 
partment report. 

Det-ur Travel Aided. 

Maintenance engineers also have an- 
nounced within the past week that a 
fine coating of stone will be placed on 
north Georgia detours as a means of 
aiding travel. This work has already 
been started. Stone is not necessary 
in sandy sections of the state, where 
the roadway drains quickly after a 
rain, the engineers say.
